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EDITOR’S NOTE 




Taking over the job of Editors the first of this 
year (see, Pat ... it took two of us to replace you), 
we have been spending part of the time going over 
material and articles submitted last year but not yet 
used in the Kalifornski. Seeing why some of this was 
not used when submitted maxes us realize that we 
need to explain a few “ground rules” and helpful 
hints on material that is submitted to be shared in 
the Kalifornski. So here are a few things to keep in 
mind when you send us material and articles: 

1. The Kalifornski, following the policy originally 
established by YACO, wifi not include material 
of a political or religious nature (unless it is of 
historical interest only). This rule has to do with 
the non-profit status of the organization, as well 
as a desire to respect the individual philosophies 
of the YACO membership. 

2. Bylined articles from general distribution news¬ 
papers and magazines are copyrighted and to be 
safe, we do not like to use such material unless 
we obtain an OK from the original publication. 
This is usually not a problem and several articles, 
such as a series written by Wally Trabing of the 
Santa Cruz Sentinel, will probably be appearing 
in the Kalifornski very soon. (Yea! Sooner than 
I had expected! Just talked to Mr. Trabing and 
got his OK . . . and he may be interested in doing 
an article in the near future about the Yugoslavs 
in our area.) 

3. “ When you submit articles from newspapers, try 

not to fold the page across any pictures. The fold 
leaves a crease and ruins our ability to include 
a decent copy of the picture with its article. If 
what you send is too large to fold easily into a 
regular envelope without creasing the pictures, 
please try to use one of the larger flat envelopes. 
Also, if you send a photocopy (xerox, etc.), try 
to send one of the “plain paper” type of copy.

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Old Town Dubrovnik — a most livable city 


Exciting Dubrovnic 
and a Roman Pula 

UBROVNIC, THE JEWEL, the Venice 
of the Balkans without the canals, a 
charmed city with the historical inde¬ 
pendence of Switzerland. 

It is the kingpin of Yugoslavia’s fast- 
growing image as Europe’s holiday land. 

Passing over the drawbridge and through the 
Gates of Pile, you enter a high walled wonder¬ 
land, a gigantic fortress of the 14th and 16th 
centuries that is still occupied today by some 
5,000 residents. 

Dubrovnic is a Croatian city of stone upon 
stone, levels and stairs and winding passage¬ 
ways, thrust against the lapping waters of the 
Adriatic. Like Switzerland, it preserved itself 
over the centuries with clever diplomacy and 
cleverly traded with invading hordes. The city 
was not harmed. 

No autos or stinking tour buses enter the city. 
All walking. It is a restful place. It was an 
enlightened city in the 1300s with a public health 
system, a hospital, orphanage and an old people’s 
home. In 1319 a drug store was opened. 

Franciscans and Dominicans have beautiful 
friaries here. 

Once we spotted a cluster of daring Americans 
-‘isiting for a few hours from a white cruise shir 
anchored off the coast. Otherwise we heard littt' 
english. 


We spent three happy days here. The local 
tourist office, responding to our request, found us 
a private family residence. This can easily be 
done throughout Europe. It not only saves 
money, but more important, it places you direct¬ 
ly into the social environment of the area you are 
visiting. 

For about |29 a night we were welcomed into 
the home of Mrs. Juvancic Lucija (last names 
first), about 80. She lived just outside the 
massive walls, beside a gentle sea inlet, in a 
house of stone that clung to a great cliff. It 
reminded me of the cliff dwellers of Mesa Verde, 
Colo. Stone steps connected house levels. Our 
room upstairs let onto a large balcony (with 
clothesline). We were against a cliff and tower-, 
ing above the clifftop were the ancient walls of 
Fort Lovrijenac, known for its setting for 
Hamlet, often presented there. 

Everywhere there were flowers that seem to 
grow out of the cliff houses around us. Lucija 
would throw up her arms ip welcome each time 
we entered and bring out the plum brandy. She 
spoke enough English to say her family had lived 
here for five generations, and then we spoke of 
many things. The brandy helped. 

• • • 

There are ultra modem hill-hugging seaside 
hotels along the coast, and an updated Dubrovnic 
city, but we preferred the mood within the walled 
old city. 
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Tbe main strolling street is the Stradum, which 
runs straight arrow to Luza square and tha 
Renaissance-style bell tower. Bright geraniums, 
impatiens, and lobelia spilled from balconies; 
shops and boutiques discreetly blend into tbe 
stone walls of the streets. There are no glaring 
signs. 

• • « 

We liked Gunduliceva Plaza, deep in the heart 
of the old city. Named after the pigeon-violated 
statue of a Dubrovnic poet, there is a “Carmen” 
feeling of being on stage while restfully quaffing 
the local beer — shouts from the market stalls, 
scuffling children playing soccer amid tbe 
strollers; a babel of languages, and the hyft. 
chorus-twitter of swallows wheeling in formathia' 
overhead. 

• • • 

We spent a magical evening in the Prince’s or r 
Hector’s palace, a 1667 elegant Gothic structure 
to hear the Cajkouski trio (piano, violin and 
cello) from Moscow. The setting was in the 
atrium, open to the sky with a baroque staircase 
that wound upward to a balcony draped with 
young music students. 

It is typical that concerts in this part of the 
world be given in cathedrals and palaces. Such 
surroundings create a feeling of living in another 
century. 

The Russians, superb musicians, physically 
came out of their chairs, moved by a 
Shostakovitch or Beethoven passage. The pianist* 
wove, his face reflecting the pain of his ecsticy. 

We noted in a poster that the Cabrillo College 
Chorus was to appear here, but it never showed! 
Why? 

Par. of one day was devoted to a three-island 
tour — Kolocep, Sipan and Lopud. It wan. 
pleasant, but not very interesting. They are very’ 
laid back places. How laid back? I purchased 
cigarettes in a sleepy store on Sipan, but when I 
asked ‘to buy matches, the owner said: "No 
matches. I don’t smoke.” 

• • • 

There is a "Football Street” in Dubrovnic. 
Some kids who play soccer on the tiny entrance 
to the Franciscan friary wrote this on the wall. I 
remember this because just down the steps, at 
the entrance to Prijeko street is a great res¬ 
taurant with three tables perched precariously 
on cobblestones. Pigeons coo from ancient 
ni' :hes, kids march by singing, and at the next 
tc i le a lady from Holland said her landlady, who 
h id just become a widow, had ask to move into 
her $10 room because it was too sad to sleep 
alone. And the food made us happy to be alive. 
What a special place is this city. 

• • • 

Yugoslovia is a new country in an ancient 
setting. Until 1918 there was no Yugoslavia. It is 
a mixture of nations and cultures, each with their 
own heritage. This makes it an exciting country, 
for there is little uniformity to bore you. Five 
nationalities areinvolved. This makes for a wide 


variety of foods. 

• • • 

We made a mistake by taking a day mod 
overnight ship run along the coast to Rijecka. We 
thought it would be interesting calling at various 
islands and watching the colorful coast. For $88 
we had a small air-cooled cabin but the whole 
thing was rather boring, hot and stuffy. We think 
we would have seen more of the country by 
taking a bus inland, and perhaps trying to make 
the fascinating Postojna Caves which features an 
underground railway or to jewel-like Lake Bled. 

• • • 

From Rijecka, we caught a bus to Pula, a 
pleasing mountainous ride to the tip of the Istrian 
peninsula, that neighbors with Italy across the 
Adriatic. We booked at Hotel Riviera. From our 
balcony we could catch a comer of Pula’s prize 
attraction, the great Roman amphitheater. 

There are six coliseums in existance. Rome, 
Verona and Pompeii are three. The one at Pula is 
said to be the best preserved. And it’s a beauty, 

102 feet high. The sod was once soaked with tbe 
blood of felled gladiators, Christians and slaves. 

It could seat 23,000, completed in 70 A.D. We 
were to attend a ballet in the amphitheater but ft 
was rained out. 

• 90 

The following morning, we had arranged to be 
transported to the town of Porec, a rustic seo- 
wora place, the hub of a string of tourist village** 
camps, luxury hotels and nudist beaches. Wd 
were to pick up a hydrofoil and cross the Bay of 
Trieste to Italy’s Venice. 

But the guide overslept. She was frantic. She 
phoned the ship. She lied and told them important 
Americans were coming, hold the sailing. Then, 
she said, “They probably won’t, but let’s go for 
it!” 

It was the Indianapolis 500 all the way, over a 
narrow rain-slick highway, halfway up the Istria 
peninsula! I blanched several times. In Porec we 
saw an empty harbor until my wife spotted a boat 
on the far side. But the only access was down a 
one-way street. 

"Let’s see what happens,” said this marvelous 
determined tourist lady. 

We saw. We met a garbage truck, two taxis, 
and one hysterical businessman, all of whom 
erupted in a cacophony of yakking, indicating 
that we were going the wrong way. 

Well, we knew THAT! 

We made the ship as the gangplank was being 
withdrawn. 

We asked for one more minute’s delay — so we 
could each give our beaming guide a hear hug.
